tion more than 1.000 nam es of su s­ 
pected gold hoarders with 
a 
view 
to 
com pelling 
compliance 
with 
President R \ evelt's order that ail 
gold or gold certificates above $100 
be returned to the Treasury. 
At the same time 
the Attorney 
G eneral denounced those w^o 
are 
still holding their gold as 
recalci­ 
trant citizens 
who are not 
doing 
their full duty to their country. 
T he nam es which 
are now being 
investigated were the first sent to 
the Departm ent of J ustice by the 
Treasury 
Departm ent 
which had 
compiled them 
from 
reports 
of 
banks over the country. 
The Attorney General 
said the 
agents of the Bureau of Investiga­ 
tion would inquire im m ediately of 
those on the lust whether they still 
had the gold or gold certificates in 
their possession. 
If so, the holder will 
be 
advi.-rd 
specifically to turn in his gold im ­ 
mediately, and the criminal section 
of the President's order providing a 
fine of $10,000 or 10 years in prison 
or both called to his attention. 
T he Attorney General 
said this 
course was taken to prevent, in the 
event of prosecution, the gold hold­ 
er from advancing 
the 
“ specious 
claim" that he had never heard of 
the law. 
If the holder contends that the 
gold has left his possession the dis­
